HUSBAND SAID TO HAVE 
 BEEN POISONED.

yesterday at the Central Criminal 
_ Courthouse, Green street, Dublin, the 
hearing was begun of a case in which Brigid 
Walsh (33), of Meelin, near Newmarket, 
County Cork, was charged with the murder 
of her husband, Michael Walsh (56) by 
administering poison to him on the night of 
the 6th May last. 

Mr. T. A, Finlay, K.C., and Mr. Joseph 
Healy (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) prosecuted; Mr. R. A. Harrison 
(anstructed by Mr. P. D. O'Grady) defended. 


COUNSEL’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. co! in opening the case, said that 
Michael Walsh died of strychnine poisoning, 
and the State submitted that that poison was 
administered by his wife. The prisoner, 
when 19 ears of age, was married to 
Michael Walsh in 1919. From the outset the 
marriage proved unhappy. The parties lived 
together ior some time, and there were two 
children. The first child died, but the 
second was living with the prisoner's mother. 
In any case, the parties drifted apart, and 
Michael Walsh did not contribute towards 
the support of his wife or child. Brigid 
Walsh worked in the house of a man named 
David Walsh, of Rathunny, near Kilmallock, 
for two years, giving “O'Connell ” as her 
name. During her employment there, which 
expired in November, 1930, she was on 
friendly relations with a man named William 
Frawley, who thought that she was a single 
woman. She wrote letters to him and posed 
as a single woman. 

In Novemter last she went to reside with 
her sister, Mary Brosnan. She inserted an 
advertisement in the Cork Examiner, stating 
that if Michael Walsh communicated with a 
box number he would hear something to his 
advantage. She inserted another advertioe- 
inent in December, and as the result of that 
an attempt was made by the parties to come 
together again. They actually did come 
together, and lived in Meelim, but the house 
was broken up again on April 28th. Michael 
Walsh went to work with Jeremiah Brown, 
and got his meals in the house. 


A PURCHASE OF POISON. 


On the 5th of May the prisoner went to 
the chemist’s shop of James Horgan, Kil- 
mallocky and purchased ten grains of 
strychnine. She produced a letter pur- 
BS to have been signed by David 
Valsh, Rathanny: ‘ Please give messenger 
some poison for dogs, as they have all the 
lambs and sheep that I have killed during 
the past two weeks.” David Walsh would 
tell the jury, Mr. Finlay said, that he «id 
not keep sheep or lambs, and did not order 
the poison. The prisoner signed the poison 
register as follows:—‘‘ David Walsh, per 
Brigid Murphy.” On the 6th of May she 
inquired of some people wher? Michael Walsh 
was woking, and, when told, she went to 
to Jeremiah Brown’s house. Michael Walsh 
was having his tea when, from outside the 
door, a voice said: ‘‘I want you.” Michael 
Walsh went out, and subsequently they were 
seen in a laneway, where they had some 
words, They then went on towards Meelin, 
and at about 9 o’clock a woman, whom the 
jury would have no doubt was the prisouer, 
knocked at the house of a Mrs. Conway at 
Meelin, and asked for a bottle of lemonade, 
which she got. She drank portion of it, ind 
when Mrs. Conway put out her hand for the 
glass, the woman said: “No, J] must uive 
some to my companion.” Mrs, (way saw 
the woman go with the glass towards the 
man, and in about ten minutes she returned 
with the glass. 


MICHAEL WALSH’S DEATH. 


Michael Walsh then went home to the 
house of Jeremiah Brown. When he arrived 
there he was suffering intense pain, and 
Dr. Verling was sent tor, and did all that 
he could for the unfortunate man, who died 
early next morning while being taken to 
hospital to Kanturk. Dr. Verling had no 
doubt that the man died of strychnine 
poisoning. The glass in which the woman 
had the lemonade was examined by Mr. 
O’Toole, M.Sc., the State analyst, and he 
found adhering to it inside nineteen sixty- 
fourths of a grain of strychnine, The coat which 
the prisoner wore on the 6th May was also 
examined, and in one of the pockets was 
found one-third of a grain of strychnine. 
A post-mortem examination was made of the 
remains of Michael Walsh, and the stomach 
was sent to Mr. O'Toole. On examination 
he found that it contained 43-54ths of a 
grain of strychnine. 

In conclusion, Mr. Finlay, said that the 
evidence was coercive, and that the jury 
would be left under no doubt that Michael

The witness poured 
out the lemonade and the woman drank some 
of it, and said that she would “ take a drop ” 
to her companion. The witness saw a man 
in the direction in which the woman went.

Mr. Harrison—Did the accused woman 
seem normal when you gave her the 
lemonade ?—Yes.

An action brought by Mrs. Elizabeth 
Kavanagh, of Ballinameesda, Kilbride, Co. 
Wicklow, against Guiseppe Vella, trading as 
the Central Produce Stores, and Robert Johns- 
ton, both of Capel street, Dublin, came on 
for hearing. The plaintiff, on behalf of her- 
relf and her two children, claimed damages 
for the loss of her husband, Thomas P. 
Kavanagh. a farmer. whose death, she alleged, 
was caused by the negligence of the defen- 
dants, their servants or agents in the 
management of a motor lorry at Ballinacor, 
Kilbride, on the 17th of last December.

' I should not be inclined to blame owners 
of wireless sets who felt a certain amount 
of prejudice against the “7est of Ireland, 
so many “deep depressions’’ are said 
to lurk there, and, still worse, to ' move 
slowly eastward.”” A Dublin holiday- 
maker who has suffered many things in 
years gone by because of the vagaries of 
the month of August, tells me that he 
decided this year to try the second half 
of May. He stayed in a small hotel on 
the West coast, and there enjoyed two 
weeks of very good weather, that included 
only one really wet day. There were 
showers on a few of the days, but only one 
downpour. During most of the time he 
was able to sit out and bask in really hot 
sunshine, while reading with surprise of 
cricket matches that had to be abandoned 
half-way through owing to heavy rain. 

On the first of June he drove back to 
Dublin through a deluge that only began 
some sixty miles eastward. He found that 
it had been raining in County Dublin 
during almost all the time when he was 
away. He is now trying to find out if 
the weather forecasts during those two 
weeks still spoke of “ deep depressions ”’ 
in the West. 


Driving in Storm. 


A friend of mine, who was motoring in 
Bangor recently, tells me of the following 
precaution taken by the people there 
against being struck by lightning when 
motoring.

I did not, 
however, notice the competitors in the 
Irish International Grand Prix following 
suit, though the occasion arose on the 
second day of the race, when measures 
against lightning might have been been 
opportunely taken.

THE ODENWALD CENTRE OF LEGEND. 
The Odenwald is an outlying spur of the 
Upper Rhenish Hills, merging southward 
into the Black Forest. No hill-chain in Ger- 
many is more celebrated in folk-lore. history 
and poetry as -is evidenced by the 
legends of Siegfried, Count Rodenstein 
and Goetz von Berlichingen. lt was 
whilst hunting in the Odenwald that Sieg- 
fried was treacherously stabbed by Hagen 
as he stopped to drink from a well. 
And in the middle of the Rhine was sunk— 
to avert further strife—the Nibelungen hoard 
which Siegfried had won from the sons of the 
king of the Nibelungen and from dwarf 
Alberich. the guardian of the treasure. Start- 
ing from Darmstadt, a motor car run of some 
sixty miles through the hills gave a vivid 
impression of the changing heauty of the 
Odenwald. Climbing ever higher, and wind- 
ing in every direction, new vistas were ever 
presented. Magnificent panoramas’ were 
obtainable from the heights—which range up 
to 2,000 feet—and at last Lindenfels, the 
““ Pearl of the Odenwald,' was reached. The 
ruined Burg overtopping this picturesque 
town gives an unforgettable view of forest- 
clad hills spreading far to the horizon. Then 
on again, past long, oxen-drawn carts and 
countrywomen, swaying gracefully as they 
walked with their bundles balanced on their 
heads, swiftly descending once more to the 
plain, and back to Jugenheim, the ‘ Pear! 
of the Bergstrasse,’’ peaceful haven of rest 
for the tired traveller. 
JUGENHEIM AND THE BERGSTRASSE. 
Jugenheim is worthy of more than mere 
passing mention. It was a favourite resort of 
the murdered Czar and Czarina, who came re- 
gularly with their family to their Schloss on a 
summit behind. the town. This now stands 
tragically empty, awaiting a purchaser who 
will pay £12,500 for the fine building and a 
large area of forest hills around it—a tithe 
of the sum ‘it would have fetched in the old 
days. A couple of hundred yards from the 
Schloss stands the Memorial Chapel of the 
Battenberg family, with a golden cross far

Jugenheim is ever 
growing in popularity as a holiday resort, 
thanks to the varied and delightful excursions 
which its surroundings offer and the comfort 
of the accommodation that it provides.

On the run from Jugenheim to Lorsch in 
early May it was lined with apple and 
cherry trees in full blossom, with occasional 
almond trees adding to tie glory.

A FILM OF THE WEEK. 


“ DRACULA ” AT THE 
METROPOLE.

HE late Bram Stoker's famous novel 

I was a real “thriller ” in its day, and 

it still remains one of the best novels 
of the macabre that have been written. It 
has been read probably by millions of 
people, so that the work of a Dublin-born 
writer has gone around the earth, to find a 
resting place in the studios of Hollywood. 
As a novel, as a play, and now as a 
‘*talkie’’ picture, “ Dracula ' is almost cer- 
tain to attract; but it is just as likely to 
repel. 

When “ Dracula’’ was presented as a play 
in the Little Theatre in London a year or 
so ago the management thought it advisable 
to have a full corps of trained nurses and 
first-aid attendants available, and the ser- 
vices of these were so fully utilised that the 
perspicacity of the management was more 
than justified. In truth, “ Dracula’’ is not 
for everyone, and those whose nerves are un- 
equal to, say, Edgar Allen Poe’s more 
gruesome tales would be well advised to re- 
frain from seeing the film. For all, how- 
ever, who can withstand the greater horrors 
of Poé, and who can read with complacency 
the works of the more blood-thirsty writers 
of detective fiction, ‘‘ Dracula ” offers thrills 
well calculated to make ‘‘each particular 
hair to stand on end, like quills upon the 
fretful porcupine.”’ Probably no other film 
can offer quite the same kind of thrill, and 
probably no one will desire to see this one 
more than once. It was a thoughtful device 
on the part of the director to bring the 
Professor on the screen when the film had 
run its gruesome course, and jestingly ask 
those who saw the picture to go home and 
“see things.”’ 


HUMAN VAMPIRE. 


Count Dracula, as readers of the book 
already know, is a human vampire who had 
been dead for 500 years, but who retained 
the power to rise from his native soil every 
night in varying forms to drain the blood 
of his victims. An English lawyer named 
Renfield pays a business visit to the Dracula 
Castle in Transylvania, and the two return 
to England, although Renfield has been made 
insane by his experiences in the Castle. 
Smuggled aboard the boat for England in a 
large box of his native earth, Dracula 
emerges at night and drives the entire ship's 
crew to insane suicide. The uncontrolled 
ship arrives at Whitby, where Renfield’s 
partners had leased the ancient Carfax Abbev 
for Dracula. Renfield is taken to the 
" sanatorium” of Dr. Seward, and it is in 
the asylum that the later exploits of Dracula 
have to be chronicled. 

Dracula can assume many forms—a bat, a 
wolf, a foggy cloud, or a polished gentleman ; 
he can go anywhere so long as he reposes 
by day in the box of his native earth. At 
night he secretly visits the daughter of Dr. 
Seward, end changes a charming girl about 
to marry John Harker into a vampire. But 
the eminent scientist, Van Helsing, is en- 
gaged to counteract Dracula’s influence, and 
ultimately succeeds, although the odds were 
heavily against him from the start. Mina 
Seward was completely under the sway of 
Dracula, and the vamptre’s designs are 
aided by the insane Renfield, so that even 
the girl’s nurse is brought under his bale- 
ful influence. Harker himself is in danger, 
hut Van Helsing was able to withstand the 
onslaught. 


MEMORABLE SCENE. 


As Helsing seemed to be gaining the upper 
hand, Dracula kidnaps Mina, mo. the flight 
of the fugitives from the asvlum to the 
ancient Carfax Abbey is unlikely to be for- 
gotten by those who see it in this film. Ren- 
field escapes from his attendant and also makes 
his way towards the Abbey, followed closely 
by Harker and Helsing. The maddened 
PDracnla. believing himself to have been 
a by the insane Renfield, encounters 

at unfortunate creature on the stone 
of the Abbey and strdnffes him belie ate 
eyes of his pursuers. The rising sun renders 
Dracula powerless, and he is compelled to 
recline in his box of earth quite insensible 
while the almost demented Mina cowers in 
& corner awaiting the end. Helsing resorts 
to subtle strategy to rid himself of the 
presence of Harker, and then, taking a piece 
of pointed wood he drives a stake through 
the heart of the vampire. Each stroke is re- 
enacted in the quivering body of Mina. and 
this scene is as gruesome as can well be 
imagined, Mina is released from her 
bondage by Dracula’s death and the 
audience breathes freely again. ’ 

Bela Lugosi, a famous Hungarian actor, 
who played Dracula on the stage in the 
American production of the play, is ideally 
cast for the part of. the dreaded vampire ; 
merely te withstand his stare in a “ close. 
up 18 something of an ordeal. He is 
splendidly supported by a company that 
includes Herbert Bunston, Edwar Van 
Sloan, Helen Chandler, David Manners and 
Dwight Frye. <A few American touches 
mar the film very slightly.

Agricultural Shows : 
The Educational Problem

BELFAST, a

uslities of self-reliance and determina- 
tion associated with the province are 
losing their old vigour. The tide of de- 
pression which has rolled over the Six 
Counties may have led to some extent to a 
diminishing of the old grit and per- 
severance in the face of difficulties: but 
y the preponderating cause uf 
ioration in that respect—if there be 
any deterioration—is to be found in the 
pessimistic slogan of the Unionist poli- 
ticians that no improvement need be ex- 
pected in industrial conditions so long as 
the Socialist Government reigns at West- 
minster. That is the continual cry, and 
it is bound, from frequent repetition, i? 
have a damaging effect on the national! 
character. 

Referring to the unemployment prob- 
lem, which is as acute as ever on this 
side of the border, Major D. G. Shilling- 
ton, M.P., a few days ago, stated that no 
two experts agreed as to the remedy. He 
said that he would like to see more of 
the old determination and self-reliance for 
which the province was noted in the past, 
and which, he feared, they were beginning 
to lose. 


A THORNY PROBLEM. 


The agitation for local option in re- 
ference to the iicensed trade is being con- 
tinued with vigour, and it is de- 
clared by temperance reformers that the 
economic progress of the Six Counties is 
being hindered by the ‘‘ drink parasite 
to the extent of about £4,000,000 every 
vear. Very little credit is given to the 
Government for the great improvements 
effected in the conduct of the liquor traffic 
since the spirit groceries and the bona- 
fide traveller anomalies were abolished, 
together with Sunday opening, in 1925. 
Yet since that time the consumption of 
spirituous liquors has decreased by at 
least one-third, with consequent reduc- 
tion in revenue, and Northern Ireland 
has but little opportunity of making good 
the deficit in income from any other 
source. y i 

In some directions restrictions were 
lightened by the Amending Act of a few 
years ago, and efforts are being made to 
have them tightened up once more. Lurid 
pictures have been painted of conditions 
in country towns on Sundays; but the 
solid fact remains that Ulster is more 
sober to-day than at any former period in 
its history. Local option is demanded, and 
no secret is made of the determination to 
use it as a stepping-stone to prohibition. 
In the course of a ‘speech which he made 
during the week-end, the Rev. T. M. 
Johnstone, the most zealous apostle of 
temperance, said that he believed that 
there were many men in the Northern 
Cabinet who, if Lord Craigavon consented, 
would grant local option. The Northern 
Premier, he asserted, was the man who 
stood in the way, and no other. This is 
severe criticism, and it does not appear to 
be justified by the circumstances. 


HOPE FOR THE COUNTRYSIDE. 


We are now well into the agricultural 
show season, and interesting displays have 
already been given in a number of im- 
portant centres. Belfast has come an easy 
first with its four days’ programme at 
Balmoral, and on Wednesday, the 17th inst.., 
the biggest one-day fixture in all Ireland 
will take place at Ballymena, situated in 
the midst of a great farming district. Con- 
siderably over three thousand entries have 
been received, and, apart from the ordi- 
nary live-stock sections, there will be two 
new features in the form of a gymkhana 
and a musical chairs competition on horse- 
back. Thé jumping events have attracted 
entries from all over the province, as well 
as from the Free State, and it is expected 
that Dublin and the West will be worthily 
represented, as value@e prizes and 
trophies are being offered for the victors. 

The educational side has not been 
neglected, and the Ministry of Agriculture, 
in conjunction with the local county 
organisation, has arranged to stage an ex- 
hibition to bring before the farming com- 
munity the best methods of ground culture, 
as well as in the production of live-stock. 
Since these agricultural shows were estab- 
lished in the North over a hundred years 
ago their value has been demonstrated in

SERIOUS LOUTH 
; FLOODING, 


FAMILIES FORCED TO 
LEAVE HOLDINGS, -

T a meeting of the Louth County 
A Council, in Dundalk yesterday, a 
resolution was passed declaring that 

recent drainage operations on the river Glyde 
had not only failed to relieve liability to 
flooding in the Tully district, but, in the 
opinion of the people of the district, had 
accentuated it; that the area had been 
flooded several times since March last, and 
at present an area of not less than 300 acres, 
including a considerable area of land under 
crops, was flooded and the crops destroyed. 

Mr. McGahon, who moved the resolution, 
said that in some fields the water was six 
feet dvep. In several cases land which had 
been sown in April had been flooded and 
the crop destroyed. The land had to be re- 
ploughed and re-sown, and now the second 
crop was completely ruined. 

Mr. William O'Reilly said that the state 
of affairs was worse in the district than it 
had ever been in the memory of the oldest 
inhabitant. 

HOLDINGS EVACUATED. 

Mr. Mathew Campbell said that conditions 
in Ardee Bog were deplorable. Twenty-five 
families had lost their crops through. the 
flooding, and five families had to evacuate 
their holdings and seek shelter in stables 
on the higher ground. Telegrams had been 
sent to the authorities a week ago asking 
them to send down engineering inspectors, 
but nothing had since happened. The people 
of the locality blamed the fact that water 
which had previously been held in North 
Meath had been sent down through drainage 
operations, and also the fact that ornamental! 
weirs on the rivers were blocking the passage 
of the water. 

The Chairman {Mr. James T. McGee) said 
that if the Department was to take action 
it should be taken within forty-eight hours. 
The old ornamental weirs would have to be 
taken over and the owners of them compen- 
sated.

The Indian Princes. 


Burmah has added her quota to the 
difficulties of the Indian crisis. Recent 
events in that country have produced a 
demand for military reinforcements 
which is manifesting the exiguity of the 
Indian Government’s resources. Though 
the despatch of more troops is under 
consideration, the wisdom of such a step 
is frankly debatable. Hitherto Burmese 
unrest has not crossed the line which 
divides economic agitation and banditry 
from a national movement. Though the 
troops in Burmah are undergoing an 
arduous experience in the jungle and un- 
doubtedly require to be relieved, their 
functions do not differ essentially from 
those of any police force in a scattered 
population. In India, as Cawnpore has 
shown only too clearly, the military may 
ba needed at any moment to suppress 
mass outbreaks and ever organised rebel-

West- 
minster’s and Simla’s oft-expressed anxiety 
to conciliate Swaraj have uot been lost 
upon the astute Brahmins, who-rule the 
roost.

In the Chamber of Princes there are two 
schools of thought. The Nawab of Bhopal, 
who has succeeded the Maharajah of 
Patiala as Chancellor, and the Maharajah 
of Bikanir still champion vigorously the 
federal scheme which was advocated by 
the last Round Table Conference. Pro- 
bably they can count at present upon half 
the Chamber to support them. The other 
Princes are less certain that the federal 
scheme will work out as well as was 
thought a few months ago. While they 
may lack a single constructive policy, they 
combine in this growing doubt, and it is 
hard to blame them. If the Imperial 
Government commits the supreme blunder 
and exalts the Mahatma at the coming 
Conference, these potentates will feel con- 
firmed in their suspicions, and will draw 
others after them. In such an event every 
difficulty in the way of a settlement will 
be multiplied a hundredfold. The Princes’ 
ready desire to promote a settlement has 
not been credited to them for righteous- 
ness as much as they ceserved. Their 
departure from that attitude would show 
Westminster too late what it had lost, and 
such departure is not impossible. The 
Princes are human, and their patience, 
though it has transcended probability, is 
not infinite. Furthermore, like most 
people, they cherish their own personal 
antipathies and ambitions, and, if they 
foresee an India thrown into chaos by 
Socialist weakness, they may decide that 
their duty to themselves and to their 
States requires the freeing of their hands. 
It was thus that their forebears created 
their States; Britain, therefore, must not 
tread the way of the successors of 
Aurungzebe. |

Company there were occasional murmurs i 


about the quality of the programmes. 
Since the State cast covetous glances ani 
rapacious hands upon it, murmurs have 
been the rule rather than the exception. 
Many complaints are based on the 
Corporation’s financial polity ; and some of 
these will be settled by an agreement which 
was recently completed ‘with the Post- 
master-General. Under the old system the 
Companys officers collected the revenue 
from wireless licences, and this revenue 
was applied to the Company’s uses. The 
Company had a conscience, and, once the 
comparatively small expenses of collection 
had been paid, it devoted the balance to 
better public service. Lately the task of 
collection had devolved upon the Post 
master-General, who has been permitted 
to retain 124 per cent. of the receipts for 
his trouble The newest agreement, how- 
ever, cuts down his share to 10 per cent., 
which to the ordinary observer, bred in 
the methods of private enterprise, would 
seem to be more than adequate. Thus far 
listeners rejoice. They are perturbed, 
however, by another section of the agree- 
ment, which provides Covent Garden with 
a five years’ subsidy of £17,500 a year for 
the presentation of grand opera. On the 
surface this subsidy is a noble thing, 
but it will not bear analysis. In the first 
place, the presentations will be under the 
control of the B.B.C., who will broadcast 
them at regular intervals. The Cor- 
poration’s officers are bound to consider 
their unseen listeners first; and it is 
almost inevitable that the second facet of 
opera’s appeal—the appeal as a spectacle 
—will suffer. In the next place, as many 
critics have observed, Covent Garden will 
prosper at the expense of equally deserving 
and the result will be bad for 
opera in general. A third consideration 
occurs readily. If Mr. Snowden had 
wished to improve the level of opera 
in England, he could have subsidised 
a good company to perform in London 
and the provinces; and no technical 
complications need have arisen through 
the association of the broadcasting 
element. On the other hand, if his 
prime idea was to improve the quality of 
broadcasting, he could have subsidised the 
B.B.C. without any conditions as to the 
performance of opera. Why, indeed, is 
the B.B.C. not free to collect its own 
moneys, and to administer itself there- 
with? It then could afford to raise the 
level of its maligned programmes. We 
recommend a similar thought to the Free 
State Department of Posts and Telegraphs.

fragedy of the Sea. 


The foundering of the French pleasure 
steamer, St. Philibert, in the Loire 
Estuary on Sunday afternoon, with the loss 
of some four hundred lives, recalls the 
ghastly affair of the excursion steamer, 
General Slocum, when, in 1904, over a 
thousand people were burned to death in 
New York Harbour. Other wrecks have 
taken a heavier toll of human life, but the 
appearance of death in the ranks of a 
holiday crowd seems to possess a peculiar 
horror. The St. Philibert was returning 
from Noirmoutier Island to Nantes when 
the accident happened. According to a 
report from the keeper of Cape St. Gildas 
lighthouse, the ship heeled to a sudden 
squall, and at the same time was struck 
by a heavy sea. The massing of the 
passengers on the starboard side, in their 
efforts to take shelter from the wind, did 
the rest. In a few seconds the St. Phili- 
bert had turned turtle and had dis- 
appeared. The passengers who were not 
imprisoned below decks were hurled into 
the water. Seven men were picked up 
later by the pilot boat, St. George, and 
one by the tug Pornic. All the rest, it is 
feared, are dead. Some of the excur- 
sionists had suffered so acutely on the 
outward journey that they decided to make 
their own way home by the causeway 
which links Noirmoutier Island with the 
mainland. The Sub-Prefect of Nantes 
estimates these fortunate few to number 
about fifty of the four hundred and 
sixty-seven souls who left Nantes in the 
morning. A _ distressing feature of the 
accident is the possibility that the ship 
might have weathered the storm if the 
passengers had been distributed more 
evenly. Such reflections are most painful, 
but for the safety of others in the future 
it is unwise to burke them. Enxcursionists 
cannot be expected to know what they 
must do by light of nature; it is the duty 
of the authorities, and of those who cater 
for them, to insist upon the necessary 
safeguards. We extend our sympathy to 
the French nation and to the relatives of 
all who perished. 


Cold Comfort.

LETTER FROM CANON CHAMBERLAIN. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sm,—I have no intention to intervene in 
the discussion which has been initiated by 
the remarks of Canon Hall on the proposed 
statue in Kingstown, but I would ask your 

rmission to draw attention to one remark 
in the letter of Mr. Fullerton in your issue 
of to-day. which was evidently written under 
a misconception of the facts, and is calcu- 
lated to convey a wrong impression to the 
public mind. Mr. Fullerton writes as follows : 

‘] remember that at the recent meeting of 
the Synod of the Church of Ireland it was 
state, that over £20,000 had been expended 
on the erection of a Protestant church at 
the top of Gloucester street, within a short 
distance of three churches, which on any 
ordinary Sunday were never more than half 
full, and, I may add, on the very threshold 
of some of the worst of the city slums; and 
I did not notice any suggestion on the part 
of you or Canon Hall that some of this 
money might have been spent on the housing 
of the poor.” 

The fact is that this sum fepresents the 
money paid by the Government by way of 
compensation for the destruction of the 
church of St. Thomas in the recent civil 
disturbances. It was given to the Church 
of Ireland impressed with a trust for church- 
building and for that purpose alone. Had 
you or Canon Hall been foolish enough to 
suggest that a portion of this compensation 
grant should have been deflected to any 
purpose other than that for which it was 
made, and had any attempt been made to 
alienate even a portion of the money to 
another object, the Court would at once have 
been invoked to restrain an expenditure 
which would be outside the terms of the 
trust. 

Mr. Fullerton has very truly said that the 
views of Canon Hall on the housing problem 
are entitled to the greatest respect. When 
this grant became available Canon Hall was 
then Rector of the slum area to which refer- 
ence has been made. Like every other 
clergyman, he has a permanently troubled 
conscience at the appalling housing conditions 
which, in spite of Mr. Fullerton’s pretty 
picture, stunt and desecrate the lives of our 
people. But the plain fact remains that not 
one penny of this grant was legally available 
for any object save that of church-building, 
and Canon Hall would only have made him- 
self ridiculous had he done what your 
correspondent suggests. The Synod of the 
Cha of Ireland had no option in the 
matter, but was bound to carry out the condi- 
tions imposed upon it.—Yours, etc.,

, When Canon Hall came to build the last 
block of fifty houses on the East Wall road 
the Representative Church Body advanced 
him £10,000 to finance the scheme. — In Feb-

£21 15s. 6d., the interest on his investment 
in St. Barnabas’s Utility Society, to assist 
in the reconditioning of one of the tenement

Sir,— Those who seek reform in our social 
relations have again to thank you for your 
article in Saturday’s issue in which you 
raised the essential question whether we dare 
venture to offer such praise to God before 
we have fulfilled His clear command to feed 
the hungry and clothe the naked in His 
name. An opportunity has just arisen 
whereby we may prove that we are all in 
truth His children, by our reception of the 
great Encyclical letter ' On Reconstructing 
the Social Order ’’—a splendid demand for 
united effort on the part of all who believe 
in Jesus Christ to rebuild society on a 
Christian basis. 

Speaking in the name of the Universal 
Church, His Holiness writes: “ It is our 
right and our duty to deal authoritatively 
with social and economic problems .. . . for 
the deposit of truth entrusted to us by God, 
and our weighty office of propagating, inter 
preting and urging, in season and out of 
season, the entire moral law, demand that 
both social and economic questions be 
brought within our supreme jurisdiction, in 
so far as they refer to minal issues.’” No 
thoughtful Christian can question this state- 
ment, and no Christian Church can well 
forbear from seeking to take their due share 
of the responsibility which it entails. 

May we hope that immediate steps will be 
taken by all the Churches to arrange for 
united consideration of the urgent problem of 
the right means to “ free the workers from 
that hand-to-mouth uncertainty which is the 
lot of the proletarian;’’ for—again in the 
words of the letter—‘' unless serious attempts 
be made, with all energy and without delay tu 
os them into practice, let nobody porsuade 
imself that the peace and tranquillity of 
human society can be effectively detended 
against the forces of revolution.’ Under 
these circumstances shall we not say to the 
authorities in Kingstown and Dublin: Let 
us first be reconciled with our brothers, and 


then let us unite to offer the gift in deepest |

NANTES, Monday. 


Four hundred men, women and children 
dead is the toll taken by the foundering 
of the small French excursion steamer 
Saint Philibert in a sudden storm in the 
loire Estuary, according to the latest 
information gleaned on the spot by 
Reuter’s Staff Correspondent. 

There were, it is stated, 467 passengers 
and crew on board the ship when she left 
this port for Noirmoutier Island, and an 
oficial of the shipping company said this 
efternoon that the number who remained 
on the island when the Saint Philibert 
left on her fatal homeward journey was 
now thought to be about fifty, being 
nothing like so large as had at one time 
ben hoped. Of these, forty-three have 
arrived back at Nantes. 


SCENES AT THE QUAYSIDE,

From time to time an officer in a peaked 
ap appeared at the door of the building, 
and the goodly bonneted Breton women 
crossed themselves reverently. The news 
could only be had. 

“No more survivors. A tug is on its 
way back to St. Nazaire with a number 
oi bodies. No names.” Such was the 
brief announcement. An old man arrived 
om a bicycle weeping like a child. Ile 
stopped in the middle of the crowd, took 
of his hat, and said: “ It is all I hed in 
life. My son was just 18 years cid.” 

One irl stood apart from the rest with 
tears streaming down her beautiful face. 
She told how she had been unable to go 
with her fiancé on the excursion, and he 
was among the missing. 

Only where whole families have been 
viped out, and it appears there were 
many such, is there none to mourn. 


ONLY EIGHT SURVIVORS. 


Of the hundreds of crew and passengers 
on board the tiny 185-ton pleasure steamer 
vhen she capsized, only eight—all young 
men of good physique and strong swimmers 
—rvive. Six of them are French, one 
a Norwegian, and one an Austrian. 

A similar number of bodies have been 
deposited at the St. Nazaire Hospital, 
four of them being men and four women. 
Some of the bodies had been stripped 
naked by the waves. One girl of eighteen 
vas stil] warm when picked up and showed 
fens of life, but all efforts to restore 
respiration failed. 

It is not definitely known whether there 
vere any British people among the victims, 
bt this is considered unlikely, as there 
tre very few British residents in the 
district.

CONCILIATORY TONE OF

ROME, Monday. 

It is semi-officially announced that the 
Italian Government this morning received 
the reply of the Holy See to the Italian 
Note ot Tuesday last. 

While the terms of the Pope’s reply 
remain an Official secret, there seems to 
be little hope that it will put an end to 
the dispute regarding the Azione Cattolica, 
The question of the activities of this 
organisation is so involved that a settle- 
ment is not likely to be found easily, and 
whatever suggestions are made by either 
side they will require the most careful 
consideration before they can be accepted 
or rejected. 

At the same time, it is generally felt 
that the longer the matter drags on the 
Jess acute the situation will become, 
through the soothing influence of time 
upon both sides. In other words, the 
problem is not to put an end to a question 
which has no end, since the Azion: 
Cattolica always has had, and always will 
contain, political elements, but to decide 
upon a modus vivendi. 

Prior to the despatch of the Note to the 
Italian Government this morning, the 
Pope received the Papal Nuncio to the 
Quirinal. 

The manner of the delivery of the Papal 
Note to the Italian Government remains 
shrouded in mystery. Some state that 
the Note was delivered in person by a high 
official of the Vatican. others hint that it 
was mereiy sent by post. The main fact 
appears to be that, though it is not ex- 
pected to put an end immediately to the 
dispute regarding the activities of the 
Azione Cattolica to which the Italian 
Government had objected, it is, neverthe- 
less, quite conciliatory in tone.

assistance of Herr Rosenauer, the 
architect of the clearance and the beautifying 
of the slum areas of Vienna, to Dublin was 
yesterday a subject of inquiry. 

The City Manager of Dublin was not pre- 
pared to answer the taom on the ground 
that the housing problem now lay entirely 
in the hands of the City Council’s Housing 
Committee, which was a committee of the 
whole House, 

The Chairman of the Housing Committee, 
Alderman T. Kelly, said that the question 
of inviting Herr Rosenauer was one which 
he believed the City Council would sympa- 
thetically consider. He did not think, how- 
ever. that there was much similarity between 
the temperament and habits of the citizens 
of Vienna and of Dublin. The Dublin 
Housing Committee, he said, was trying to 
build cheaply. Their endeavour was to 
house in decent surroundings the real slum 
dwellers. 


UNECONOMIC, 


No scheme to meet their case could be 
economic. The citizens would have to pay 
for the slum clearances and such buildings 
as this class of person could afford to occupy. 
To take the people from the worst slums, 
the Committee had to deal with people who 
could not afford to pay anything approaching 
an economic rent. he best return would be 
ecnditions of hygiene and morality which 
would be preventive of disease and disorder, 
to the benefit of the general community. 

The Mercer’s street scheme did not meet 
the needs of the casual worker, whose earn- 
ings might be no more than 15s. a week, and 
that was one of the problems that the Com- 
mittee was endeavouring to cope with. The 
Committee believed that the class of 
dwellings to be erected should not be more 
than four storeys high; they thought that 
higher dwellings were nunsujtable to Dublin. 
The late Commissioners had not directed 
their attention to the slums, but 
built on the outskirts of the city. 
Unfortunately, their endeavours had had 
no effect in the way of the _ reduction 
of slum congestion, and that was the 
probiem on which the Committee must con- 
centrate. because conditions of life in some 
of these slums should be absolutely intolerable 
to the better off citizen. 


THE BANKS MIGHT HELP. 


Mr. Kelly said that the Citv Manager had 
estimated that the sum of £7,000.000 would 
he required to solve the housing problem, 
and Mr. Kelly added that he thought that 
the citizens should direct their attention to 
the financial side of the question. It had 
heen reported that there were £174.000.000 
deposited in the Free State Banks. The crux 
of the auestion was money, as everybody 
knew. Would the citizens devise some means 
hy which the hanks could be induced to lend 
the Dublin Corporation on easy terms such 
a sum as would enable the Corporation to 
confidently devise schemes to _ solve its 
difficulties. 


LORD MAYOR'S VIEWS. 


The Lord Mayor, who has always taken 

an active interest in the city housing question, 
said that he would he very pleased to see 
Herr Rosenauer in ‘Dublin, and thought that 
he should be invited. 
. ““I do not think.” he said, ‘‘ that Herr 
Rosenauer could tell us anything we do not 
know. We are aware of the horrible con- 
ditions, but as regards beautifying the sort 
of structures that we have to build to meet 
the needs of the present problem, I think that 
the Mercer street dwellings are architecturally 
nice to look at.” 

“-I note,” said the Lord Mavor, “ from the 
leading article in the /rish Twnes that Herr 
Rosenauer said: ‘ What we did was to take a 
big area, pull down the houses, and then build 
up a block of flats, leaving in the centre a 
playground for the children.’ 

“That,” said the Lord Mayor, “ is exactly 
what we would like to do, but we have been 


.confronted with the difficulty of finding suit- 


able accommodation for. the people who would 
be dispossessed before we had built the dwell- 
ings that they were intended to occupy. 
Where to put the people whose dwellings we 
pull down is our difficulty. 


SINGLE-ROOM TENEMENTS. 


“Take the Gloucester street, Gardiner 
street, Buckingham street and Mercer street 
areas, where there are fifteen or sixteen 
families living in single-room tenements: In 
a terrace of ten houses, 150 or 160 families, 
in each of which there are five or six childrea, 
would be dispossessed. Where are we going 
tu find accommodation for these 800 or more 
human beings? So far as the slums are 
concerned, the trouble is to get temporary 
aecommodation for the great numbers that 
must be dispossessed. 

“What is wanted in Dublin is 30,000 to 
40,000 rooms at a rent not greater than 2s. 
a room, and the persons to be housed sho™\%! 
get one, two, or three rooms, according to 
their requirements. 


HOUSING IN THE SUBURBS. 


‘* Dealing with the slum problem will not 
prevent the Housing Committee from. con- 
tinuing to build on the outskirts of the citv. 
Only last week houses were allocated to 429 
applicants with not less than four children. 
Personally, I think that the time has come 
when the Corperation should make an effort 
to house in small cottages or flats applicants 
with two children, The Housing Committee 
has been earnestly @ndeavouring to cope with 
the preblem in all its aspects 

‘Money is at the root of the matter, and 
the Corporation must face it at an early 
date, but one of the reasons whv the Cor- 
poration has not ventured on the flat system 
is that there was no encouragement from 
those who represeiuted the people most nearly 
concerned.”

” On being invited by the authorities to 
leave the country of his own accord, His 
Eminence refused to do so. 


POLICE FROM MADRID. 


In the course of the afternoon a motor 
car arrived from Madrid with police in- 
spectors and a doctor, who certified that 
the Cardinal was in good health. (It is 
reported that the Cardinal had alleged ill- 
health as his reason for refusing to leave 
Guadalajara. ) 

His Eminence was removed this after- 
noon in a motor car with a police in- 
spector, travelling, it is believed, towards 
Irun. 

The presence of the Primate gave. rise 
to some cries and counter-cries in the 
streets of Guadalajara, but: the police 
easily prevented any demonstrations. 

The conduct of the Government towards 
Cardinal Segura is difficult to explain. 
Senor Alcala Zamora refused to discuss 
the matter with Press representatives 
to-day. The Home Minister confirmed the 
foregoing facts, adding that the P:¢mate 
would he treated with all due resnect. 

The Pastoral Letter about which the 
Minister of Justice compiained in vacue 
terms a few weeks aco, was a carefullv- 
worded document solidly based on Papa! 
Encvelicals. 

The Cardinal has been represented ns 
having said on a former occasion that the 
Monarchy and the Church were consuh 
stantial. This has never heen proved, 
and the Provisional Government must 
have other reasons than mere reports for 
the serious step it has taken in expelling 
the Primate of Spain.

THE STATE OF 
GERMANY. 


In a leading article The Times to-day 
refers to the recent statement .f Mr. 
Castle, the American Under Secretary of 
State—that. in the event of a serious 
threat- of catastrop.e in Germany, the 
United States Government might be com- 
pelled to consider the advisability of 
making at least a temporary change in its 
attitude towards the question of war 
debts. His language was, observes The 
Times, necessarily cautious, and there will 
be no disposition to read into it more than 
it was intended to convey. Nevertheless, 
the Under Secretary’s words are signifi- 
cant in many ways. They give the first 
official expression to the view that there 
is, in fact—as has always been contended 
on this :ide of the Atlantic—a close con- 
nection between war debts and iep1ra- 
tions, and they indicate a possible readi- 
ness to reconsider a question that has 
often been said to be officially closed. 


THE GERMAN STATE. 

The truth seems to be, adds The Times, 
that it is the State rather than the people 
whose straits are very nearly desperate. 
It is possible, indeed, that the State may 
be approaching insolvency. The national 
finances were admittedly mismanaged by 
the predecessors of the present Govern 
ment, and all the heroic efforts of Dr. 
Briining may, perhaps, not suffice to 
restore them. He has repeatedly increased 
taxation and reduced expenditure, and 
still finds himself faced by a Budge: 
deficit. Te question is whether his 
efforts are really supported by the mass 
of the population.

At last week s hearing Sir John Simon, K.C., for Lord 


Kylsant, and Sir Patrick Hastings, K.C., for Mr. Morland, withdrew from 
the Court because of a ruling which the Lord Mayor had given upon the 
admission of certain evidence regarding other companies unconnected with 
the Royal Mail Steam Packet Company. 


The Lord Mayor now said that, while he could not admit evidence as to 
the accounts of companies wholly unconnected with the Royal Mail Steam 


Packet Company, 


he must admit evidence as to the generally accepted 


principles upon which companies dealt with such matters—as, for example, 
secret reserves—and upon which accountants conducted their professional 


investigations. 


ALLEGATIO 


Two summonses aguinst Lord Kylsant 
allege that' he circulated, or published, 
or caused to be circulated or published, 
annual reports of the directors of the 
Royal Mail Steam Packet Company 
which contained statements which he 
knew to be false in material particulars. 

Mr. Morland is alleged to have aided 
and abetted Lord Kylsant. 

A further summons against. Lord 
Kylsant alleges that on June 28th, 1928, 
he was concerned in publishing a 
prospectus relating to the Royal Mail 
Steam Packet Company, which he knew 
to be false in a material particular, with 
intent to induce persons to invest in the 
company. 

It. is alleged by the Crown that it was 
pretended that there had been a trading 
profit in years when there had really been 
a loss and that transfers from secret 
reserves were made to give the appearance 
of a profit. 


LORD MAYOR AND HIS 
DECISION. 


At the opening of yesterday’s proceed- 
ings the Lord Mayor said: “ Learned 
counsel who were leading for the defence 
at the previous hearing have seen fit to 
withdraw from the case after a ruling 
which I gave upon the admission of 
evidence as to the details of the accounts 


with the Royal Mail Steam Packet Com- 
pany, and whose names are not to be dis- 
closed. As I understand it their 
contention was, that if it could be shown 
that other companies have done what is 
alleged to have been done in this case, 
and other auditors having in such cases 
given clear certificates, then Lord Kylsant 
and Mr. Morland cannot be guilty of a 
criminal offence. 

“ In my view, if it were proved that 
other people were doing what is alleged 
to have been done in this case, that does 
not affect the issue here as to what has 
been done or what constitutes an offence. 
It might well be pleaded in mitigation, 
but with the question of mitigation I am 
not concerned here in this court. 


LAST WEEK'S RULING. 


“ For these reasons I declined to allow 
counsel to embark on cross-examination, 
and hereafter advance a line of defence 
before me which would widen almost in- 
definitely the scope of this inquiry by 
excursions into figures of balance sheets 
and into the financial position and circum- 
stances of a numbér of other companies 
entirely unconnected with this case. I 
am, however, most anxious that the in- 
terests of Lord Kylsant and Mr. Morland 
should not suffer by reason of the action 
which their leading counsel have seen fit 
to take, and I, therefore, wish to state 
again, for their benefit, the effect of the 
ruling which I gave on Wednesday. 

“ While I cannot admit evidence con- 
cerning the accounts of companies wholly 
unconnected with the Royal Mail Steam 
Packet Company, I must admit, as I have 
already said, evidence as to generally 
accepted principles upon which companies 
deal with such matters, as, for example, 
secret reserves, and upon which 
accountants conduct professional investi- 
gations, and, particularly, if there are 
questions involved in this case as to 
which. eminent authorities have enter- 
tained different opinions. It is, however, 
very er that evidence on such 
points should be given with direct re- 
ference to the Royal Mail Steam Packet 
Company, and should not involve 
examination of the accounts of such other 
companies as are not before the court. 

“ [ hope I have made myself clear. It 
is, of course, entirely a matter for the 
defence.” 


NELSON COMPANY BONUS. 


Mr. Arthur Theodore Cason, chief 
accountant of the Royal Mail Steam 
Packet, continued his evidence. 

The Lord Mayor referred to a bonus of 
£200,000 declared by the Nelson Company, 
and asked Mr. Pritt (for the Crown)— 
‘“Can you give any explanation of why 
this bonus was declared? This was a com- 
pany with a capital of £50,000, and it 
declares a bonus of £200,000, making its 
capital £250,000. What justification was 
there for it?’’ 

Mr. Pritt—I think evidence will be 
given that there was justification for this 
bonus by the H. and W. Nelson Company. 
I should, in fairness, say there is sub- 
stance behind this declaration. 

The Lord Mayor—That is what I wanted 
to know. 

When Mr. Cason was continuing his 
evidence the Lord Mayor said: “' It strikes 
me as rather peculiar that, although we 
have heard a good deal about interviews, 
the only names mentioned are those of this 
man (Mr. Cason) and Lord Kylsant. 
Were all these interviews private? Were 
there no directors present ?’’ 

Mr. Pritt—According to my _ instruc- 
tions, no. . 


“ A SERIOUS TRIAL.” 


The Lord Mayor—All through these 
proceedings the whole burden has been put 
on the shoulders of Lord Kylsant, and 
what I want to find out is, whether any of 
these other gentlemen associated with the 
company merely went into the board-room 
and out again. 

Mr. Pritt—We will produce any minutes 
of meetings that we can find. 

The Lord Mayor—It is a serious trial, 
and I want to be absolutely fair to all 
parties concerned, but throughout, the 
whole burden: seems to have been thrown 
on the shoulders of Lord Kylsant. Was 
anybody else responsible ir. any degree; 
otherwise what was the use of having any 
directors at all? 3 

Mr. Pritt—It is my case that, in 
all these interviews and discussions I am 
putting forward, there was no person in 
authority present except Lord Kylsant, 
except when we say Mr. Morland was deal- 
ing with the accounts. 

The Lord Mayor—Cannot you ascertain 
whether the directors were shown the fact 
that for nine or ten years there had been a 
deficit of roughly £500,000 and how that 
could be made up so as to show a profit on 
the balance-shect.

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Scene at 
Disarmament 
Meeting. 


MEN AND 
WOMEN 
EJECTED. 


HERE were exciting incidents at 
Central Hall, Westminster, last night 
during a speech on disarmament by 
Viscount Cecil. Several people, including 
two women, were forcibly ejected from 
the gallery after they had several times 
interrupted the speaker. 

When Lord Cecil rose to speak a man 
and woman called out “ traitor.’’ Follow- 
ing other interri@tions the dissentients 
were cautioned by attendants. Two 
attendants seized an interrupter and fre- 
pared to eject him when a woman came to 
his aid. Two other men went to the 
interrupter’s assistance, and others, in- 
cluding a clergyman, helped. the 
attendants. A general mélee ensued, and 
the interrupters were removed, the first 
to interrupt being the last to go, 
struggling violently as he was carried out. 

The Archbishop of York presided, and 
on the platform were more than a dozen 
bishops, General Higgins. of the Salvation 
Army; Lord Dickinson, and Professor 
Gilbert Murray. 

The Archbishop of York read a message 
from the Archbishop of Canterbury, in 
which he expressed the hope that the 
meeting would inaugurate a widespread 
movement for impressing on the English 
people the enormous importance of the 
forthcoming conference and the issues in- 
volved in its success. 

Viscount Cecil said that the establish- 
ment of the League of Nations was the 
first step towards world peace. The 
difficulties about disarmament are moral. 
If there were 10 per cent. of Christianity 
in the inter-relationship of the world the 
difficulties of disarmament would vanish 
like the mists before the sun. 

‘It is the jealousy, the suspicion, the 
misunderstanding, the evil speaking, the 
lying and the slandering that goes on 
between nations that is the real difficulty 
before disarmament.”’ 

The Archbishop of York pointed out 
that under the Treaty of Versailles Ger 
many had been compelled to disarm, and 
the Allied nations were pledged to follow 
sult. 

“HH we do not honour that pledge we 
shall be guilty of heinous wrong. Ger- 
many will feel that the word of the Allied 
nations cannot be trusted. 

‘“‘T for one could not offer any support 
to any further proposal for unilateral dis- 
armament. Our country has done its bit 
in disarmament.’”’

Although there was in the United States 
of America a form of workmen’s compensa- 
tion insurance, the practice of industrial life 
assurance had not reached the satisfactory 
position which it occupied in the home coun- 
tries to-day, and, consequently, there existed 
an opening for some form of ordinary life 
assurance for the industrial classes. When 
America decided to enter the war, a scheme 
was mooted for insuring the life of every 
combatant—that was Group Life Assurance 
of some magnitude. 

The contract for a group life assurance— 
that is, an insurance against death from 
natural causes of members of a group of 
workers in a factory or works—was usually 
effected for a period of twelve months, for a 
given figure of, say, £100 per head, male 
and female. The number included must not 
be less than 100, in order to qualify for a 
non-medical scheme. The employer usually 
paid the full premium, which was based on 
the attained age of the workers on the weekly 
pay bill. 

The right ‘of renewal of the contract 
aunually rested with the employer. The 
sytem undoubtedly conferred a benefit on 
the worker, being in addition to, and not 
in substitution for any other benefit to which 
he was legally entitled. It was really in 
the nature of a gift from, the employer. 
The group assurance scheme engendered a 
better feeling, and was conducive towards 
a more loyal and contented staff of workers. 

But there were defects in the scheme, 
since, as the premium was paid in full by 
the employer, the worker had no financial 
interest in it. If an employé, after ten or 
twenty years, left to join another firm, 
which might not have a group life assurance 
scheme, this cover would lapse.’ He would 
have no claim on his previous employer, and 
the fact of his life being insured during all 
those years had actually been the means of 
his neglecting to effect a policy himself, 
either by way of an endowment “insurance 
or a whole-life policy. The main defect in 
the renewable-term plan was that the worker 
had no personal interest of a financial kind. 

On the whole, the Group form of contract 
was not likely to be favourably regarded in 
these countries.

SUB-PARLIAMENT’S FUNCTIONS. 

“ All bills, after having been read a second 
time by either House, dealing with trade and 
industry, would be automatically referred to 
the economic Sub-Parliament, unless the Rouse 
where the bill originated determined other- 
wise.” 

Either House, he added, might by resolu- 
tion refer any other bill, or clause in a bill, 
to the Sub-Parliament for consideration.

STARTER MOTORS, 

The connection of the starter motor to the 
engine of a car is a problem that is still 
attracting the attention of inventors. Two 
specifications published in abridged form in 
last month’s Journals describe an improved 
form of starting mechanism which is intended 
to overcome the tendency of the Bendix type 
to strip the teeth on the flywheel. 

In the new form friction surfaces are used 
instead of gear teeth, and the screw thread 
is replaced by helical cam surfaces co-acting 
with rollers. Adjustment is provided for the 
position of the cam followers, so that the 
pressure on the driven member may be con- 
tolled. 

NEW PRINTING MACHINERY. 

Specification 10891 describes one form of the 
“ Uhertype ” machine, a new development in 
printing machinery, which composes type 
photographically. The feature of this 
machine is that type matrices can be pre- 
duced photographically from any original 
capable of yielding a good photographic 
negative. The machine » aoe can both 
produce the matrices and compose. 

It is interesting to note that Trade Marks 
belonging to traders in no less than eight 
different countries appear in the lists of 
Marks advertised during the month.

73 MILES PER HOUR 
IN ISLE OF MAN. 


HUNT BREAKS “RECORD” 
IN JUNIOR T.T. RACE. 


Ry Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


ITH a gale of wind sweeping over the 

WV island, which threatened the possi- 

bility of “ records '” being broken, but 
as a fact did not, the first of the three Tourist 
Trophy races was brought to issue yesterday 
in the Isle of Man. The race was the junior 
event for machines with engines of under 
550 c.c. capacity, and it was won by Percy 
Hunt, of Birmingham, a rider who first came 
into prominence by winning two amateur 
races in Manxland, and who had ridden in 
four Tourist Trophy races in the last two 
years. Hunt’s machine was a Norton, and 
he covered the 226 miles of the mountainous 
course at the ‘‘record”’ speed of 73.94 miles 
an hour, beating last year’s record by 
nearly three miles an hour. Hunt had also 
the distinction of making the fastest lap, 
covering his fourth circuit at 75.27 miles an 
hour. 

Guthrie, a Scotsman, who won one of last 
year's races, was second on a similar machine, 
eing approximately a mile an hour slower 
than the winner; and Nott, of Coventry, on 
a Rudge, was third, while Stanley Woods, the 
Irish crack, was fourth, also on a Norton. 
There were thas three Nortons in the first 
four, a distinction which was further enhanced 
by their winning the team prize. Guthrie 
was not one of the nominated team, but 
the fourth Norton, driven by the meteoric 
Jimmy Simpson, was eighth, and his placing 
gave them the manufacturers’ prize. 

SIMPSON FALLS AWAY. 

Simpson took the Jead at the start, and 
held that position forgour of the seven laps. 
Then his engine seemed to drv up, and he fell 
into the ruck to finish relatively low in the 
placings. Woods lay second to Simpson for 
the first three laps. He. too, fell away, but. 
railving towards the finish, cained a good 
deal of the ground he had lost. The race was 
notable for the hich proportion of finishers, 
twenty-one of the fifty starters completing the 
course, ® 

On the completion of the first lap, Simpson 
was in a lead of 14 seconds from Stanlev 
Woods, the latter heing 12 seconds in front of 
Hicks, with Nott fourth, Guthrie fifth and 
Dodson sixth. Simpson’s speed for the lan 
was 73.88 m.n.h. and the first five beat 
the lap record. With a fiying start on his

second lap. Simpson did a fraction under 75 
m.p.h. This enabled him to increase his 
lead from Woods to 31 seconds. Hicks was 
still in third place, and Nott fourth. and a 


| fast lap by Hunt brought him into fifth place, 


two seconds ahead of Dodson, 
HICKS OUT. 

Hicks was in trouble on the third lap, and 
disanpeared from the picture, but, except that 
Guthrie again came into fourth place with a 
faster lap than the leader, there wes no change 
in the position of the leadine sevtette. Simp- 
son was now 33 seconds ahead of Woods and 
fifty seconds in front of both. Seventy-seven 
seconds covered the first half-dozen, and as 
replenishment stons now became necessary 
changes in the leading positions were possible. 

By reason of a record Jap at the rate of 
75.27 miles an hour, Hunt went up from fifth 
to second place. Guthrie moved into third 
place, and Nott retained his fourth nosition, 
while Stanley Woods dropned to fifth place, 
and for the first time Graham Walker came 
into the leading six. 

TYRELL SMITH RETIRES. 

All of the leaders had now replenished with 
fuel and oil, and were scheduled to run 
through to the finish. Despite the high wind, 
there was little diminntion in the speeds, 
Simpson’s average for the four laps being a 
shade under seventy-four miles an honr. 
About this time news came through that 
Tvrell Smith, Jast vear’s winner, had run 
ont of petrol on the mountain and retired. 
the first time he ever failed to finish in a 
Tourist Trophy race. Hunt took the lead on 
the fifth lap, being nearly two minutes faster 
than Simpson on the circuit. and entered } is 
nenultimate lap with a lead of eleven seconds. 
The order now was—Hnnt, Simpson, Guthrie, 
Nott. Woods. and Walker. Simpson lost 
his nace on the sixth lap, and went out of 
the first six. Hunt had now the race safely 
in hand. and, running out the lest lap with- 
eut incident, he scored his first. .Tourist 
Trophy win. AL, 

The Colonial riders fared badly, Tollev and 
Bray. of New Zealand, dropning out without 
comoleting the lap, “while Lind, of South 
Africa, and Williams, of Australia, only did 
a lap each. Brewster. Anstralia. was the 
only Colonial to finish. Of the foreign riders, 
Chersi, JItalv, was thirteenth and Renier, 
belgium, sixteenth. 

Of the four Trish riders, Stanlev Woods 
was the onlv one to he returned as finishing. 
Maunders did six of the seven laps, and had 
emple time to complete the race, but he was 
inadvertently flagged, and when the mistake 
was discovered it was too late to enable him 
to do another lap. Charlie Johnston, the 
Cork rider, did five laps, and Tvrell Smith, 
ithe Dublin University man, did two laps 
without ever being prominent.

GOLF 
GUARDS BEAT THE ARMY 
AT HERMITAGE.

In the competition for the cup presented 
by Mr. J. FitzGerald-Kegney, Minister for 
Justice, which was played yesterday at the 
Hermitage, of which club the Minister was 
once captain, the Civic Guards defeated the 
Army over singles and foursomes by thirteen 
matches to nine, with two matches halved. 

Such a result would have been surprising 
a few years ago, when the Army Golf Club 
showed signs of develuping into a flourishing 
organisation ; but, whereas the Army has been 
depleted of many of its best players, the 
Guards’ golfing strength has been consider- 
ably increased, ard the results of yesterday’s 
matches provided the sequel. 

The Guards were to have been led by

Cooper went up No. 1. Guard Cooper, who 
is one of the Guards’ best’ men at boxing, 
was formerly stationed at Bray, and played 
for the local club in the Junior Cup this year 
at Castie, and yesterday he had an easy win 
over Commandant M. O’Connor. 

A lot of rain had fallen on Sunday and 
through the night. It rained veuteedas at 
mtervals and blew hard; but the course, as 
a result of the extensive drainage scheme 
that has been carried out, was affected very 
little thereby—in fact, it was comparatively 
dry urder foot, and the golfing conditions 
were quite pleasant. 

Singles were played in the forenoon on 
level terms, but the Guards, as might be 
expected from a comparison of the club 
handicaps of the players, had much the better 
of it, and entered on the foursomes with a 
lead of five matches. In the fourballs, how- 
ever, the position was reversed, the Army 
winning them by one match. 

Guard Cooper played the best golf of the 
day against Commandant O’Connor. He made 
mistakes at a couple of holes in going out for 
“dykes,” but he went round in an excellent 
71, with 4’s at the third, sixth and eighteenth, 
and 3's at the fourteenth and fifteenth.

Speaking at a meeting in the Town Hall, 
Ballinasloe, in support of his campaign for 
the development of Irish athletics, General 
O'Duffy, President N.A.C.A., said that Ire- 
land lagged far behind other eountries in 
the development of athletics, and it was 
only now and then that we produced men 
like Dr. Caliaghan and Tim Smythe, of 
Callaghan’s Mills.

IN CANADA. 


BELIEVED TO COME FROM 
RUSSIA.

OTTAWA, Monday. 


he Commissioner of Customs is inquir- 
ing into importations at Montreal by 
wholesale firms of clothing believed to be 
from Soviet Russia, which is being offered 
on the market there at prices with which 
Canadian textile traders cannot compete. 

While thus far only children’s garments 
have been offered, department stores, 
Canadian clothing manufacturers and im- 
porters of British and United States 
textiles are apprehensive that the offering 
will soon be extended to all kinds of cloth- 
ing for men, and that serious inroads will 
be made on a trade already suffering from 
the effects of the general depression. 

It is asserted that the clothing was first 
shipped to Britain, and that there the 
marks showing the country of origin were 
removed, the clothing being re-shipped to 
Canada as British-made. ; 

There is a heavy duty against textiles 
from Russia, but clothing is not included 
among the commodities, the import of 
which has been forbidden by the recent 
embargo. By the recent Budget, however, 
the Cabinet is empowered to forbid the im- 
portation of any goods from Russia 

There seems to be a possibility that the 
clothing may originate in Lodz, or other 
textile centres in Poland, and, therefore, 
would not come under the ban. However, 
the investigation of the Customs Depart- 
ment will determine definitely the origin 
of these goods, and if they come from 
Soviet Russia, the Government is likely 
immediately to take steps to prevent

FREE STATE. 


THIRTEEN COUNTIES 
AFFECTED. 


URGENT NEED FOR 


SPRAYING. 
Sy Sen 


From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 
INCE potato blight was reported on the 
S ist June from the early potato-growing 
area near Dungarvan, County Water- 
ford, the disease has made its appearance in 
no fewer than thirteen counties. Up to 
yesterday outbreaks actually had been re- 
ported at twenty-five centres, the counties 
concerned being Waterford, Cork, Limerick, 
Galway, Mayo, Kerry, Clare, Westmeath, 
Sligo, Roscommon, Offaly, ‘lipperary, North 
Riding, and Dublin : 

The disease has been noticed much earlier 
than usual, the cause being the prolonged 
spell of dull, sultry, moist weather which 
marked the early part of the growing season. 
These conditions are highly conducive to the 
spread of the disease, and there are grave 
fears that, unless potato-growers take steps 
towards ensuring its prevention, the résult 
will be very serious for the country. 

In the South and West, particularly ‘n 
the South, growth has been very rapid for 
the last couple of weeks, and the crops are 
pretty well advanced, but in many places in 
the idlands, owing to late planting and 
to the haish weather which has existed, 
growth has been slow and the crops are hack- 
ward. Nevertheless, they are liable to an 
attack, and, if these crops become affected 
with blight, the result will be very serious, 
more especially as it involves the chief Irish 
seed-growing area. 

SPRAY NOW. " 

In view of the rational danger, steps have 
been taken by the Department of Agricul- 
ture—which has been aided by the local agri. 
cultural inspector and the clergy—to bring 
home to the people the necessity for pro- 
tecting their crops, and, so far as the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is aware, spraying ‘s 
being carried on thoroughly. The value ef 
spraying as a means of preventing blight is 
already re ognised, especially in the West, 
bnt it is seldom that it has to be done before 
the beginning of July. It is many years 
since the blight appeared so early, and if 
growers want to keep their potatoes healthy 
and maintain the yield, they must, of neces- 
sity, set about the work of spraying at once 

Tests conducted over a series of years prove 
that effective spraying not only keeps the 
disease in check, but helps to increase the 
yield by about two tons per acre. 

One of the most effective sprays is the 
Burgundy 2 per cent. mixture of sulphate 
of copper and washing soda. This is made 
- in the following preportions :—2lb. sul- 
phate of copper of 98 per cent. purity, 251b. 
washing soda of 98 per cent. purity, 10 gallons 
clean water. Where a paraffin barrel of 40 
gallons capacity is used for preparing the 
mixture, four times these quantities wil] be 
required 

In preparing the mixture, wash out the 
barrel and pour into it thirty-five gallons sf 
clean water. 
should then be put into a canvas bag, or 
tied up in a piece of clean canvas cloth, avd 
hung into the barrel so that it is just covered 
by the water. If possible this should be 
done the night before the spraving mixture 
is required. Having prepared the solution 
of sulphate of copper, dissolve the 10lb. of 
washing soda in five gallons of water in a 
separate vessel. Then pour the washing 
soda solution slowly into the copper sulphate 
solution in the barrel, stirring continuously. 
The mixture should then he ready for use. 

A change to bright, dry weather conai- 
tions might lessen the darzer, but a con. 
tinuance of the existing w-ather inveives 
the gravest risk of serious Joss unless the 
crop .s sprayed immediately. 

DEPARTMENT'S STEPS. 

Owing to heavy Continental buying of sul. 
phate of copper, probably because it is £3 
per ton cheaper than a vear ago; and also 
to the fact that the spraying season has 
started earlier than usual, supplies in this 
country are relatively scarce. but the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has taken steps to see 
that there is sufficient to meet the demand. 

In the circumstances potato-growers should 
not hesitate of purchase sulphate of copper 


in any form in which it can be procured, ' 


whether in coarse or fine crystals, or coarse 
or fine powder. Provided it is pure it is 


equally suitable in any of these forms for, 


spraying potatoes. It is of the greatest im- 
portance that the materials used for spraying 
should be thoroughly dissolved in seperate 
vessels before being mixed. 

When the first outbreak was reported to 
the Department, some 4,000 retailers of agri- 
cultural requisites were warned to order a 
supply of copper sulphate and washing soda, 
sufficient at least to enable farmers to spray 
their potatoes once. Wholesalers were 
visited in order to see that they got in 
stocks sufficient to meet the demand, and 
the Department of Agriculture is now satis- 
fied that supplies will be adequate.

BEATEN. 


AL BROWN LOSES ON A 
FOUL.

Two important contests were staged at 
Olympia last night. Al. Brown, the coloured 
bantam weight champion of the world, met 
Jobnny Cuth 
British feather weight title, while Jackie 
of France, for the fly weight championship 
of Europe. The principal fight provided a 
sensation, tor Al Brown, after having all the 
best of matters, and showing himself much 
the faster and clever boxer, was disqualified 
in the eighth round for hitting low. There 
were great scenes of excitement among the 
crowd. who booed vigorously. 

Jackie Brown, after a bad start, scored a 
great victory on points over Degand, over 
fifteen rounds. Brown showed a lack of de- 
fence at the start, and Degand scored weil to 
the body. Both men showed great speed, 
but from the ninth round to the end Brown 
improved greatly, and Degand weakened. 
Brown clearly won the last six rounds, and 
deservedly got the decision. 

AL. BROWN v. CUTHBERT. 
ROUND ONE. 

Brown adopted his usual crouching atti- 
tude from the start.

AN UNFAVOURABLE 
MONTH FOR WORK.

HK weather conditions over the greater 
ii portion of the Free State during the | 

month of May were generally unsettled, 
with cold, harsh winds, heavy showers and 
Írcst at nights, varied with short spells ol 
warm weather. Although a considerable 
aniount of rain fell during the month, it was 
not continuous, and consequently did not 
seriously interfere with farming. vperations. 
Severe thunderstorms, accompanied by heavy 
rain, occurred in many districts about the 
90th. and again on the 27th and 28th of Mav. 
causing flooding in low-lying areas and de- 
laving farming operations for short periods. 
Conditions in County Wexford appeared to 
be more severe than those experienced .pr 
other parts of the country, and farmers found 
great difficulty in sowing their corn and 
potatoes. In many cases, this work was not 
cempleted until the end of the month. 

Farm work was confined almost entirely to 
the sowing of mangels, preparing the soil for 
turnips, and the aitér cultivation of the 
potato crop. 

Although the temperature was cool and a 
considerable amount 
month, conditions during the last two weeks 
proved favourable to growth; and eorn crops, 
potatoes and meadows were looking proniis- 
ing on the Ist June.

PASTURES AND LIVE STOCK. 


The cold, showery and harsh weather which , 


prevailed up to the middle of the month o! 
May retarded the growth of grass consuler- 


ablv, and consequently pastures were up to} 


that time bare and scanty. The only excep 
tions reported were those pastures which had 
been treated with suitable dressings of arti 
ficial manures for the production of an 
‘‘ early bite,” and even these were from 
to 14 days later than last season. 


hewever, grew rapidly. and by the end of | 


tre month nearly all pastures had a good 
covering. 

The live stock, thongh healthy, were re- 
ported to be thin and backward in condition 
when put out to graze. Towards the end cf 
the month, when herbage became plent?ful 


the animals were in good. thriving condition | 
and milch cows were yielding an increased | 


supply of milk. 


CEREALS AND ROOT CROPS. 

In spite of the severe weather conditions 
and the backward] state of growth at the he 
vinning of May. all the cereal crops had 
made good progress bv the end of the month. 
Generally speaking, winter sown wheat was 
thick and promising; although spring sown 
wheat made fair progress, it was still thin 
and backward on the Ist June. Barley, on 
the whole, brairded well and appeared pro- 
mising. 

Early sown crops of oats grew thickly, and 
at the end of the month looked well up to 
average for the season, but many of the late 
sown crops germinated weakly. and appeared 
thin and uneven up to the third week in 
Mav. Since then the crops have made goed 
progress, and are now more promising. 

FLAX AND POTATOES. 

The flax market remained inactive af prices 
around 5s. per stone, At least one-third of 
last season’s crop is still unsold. The pros- 
pects for the coming year do not appear 
favoura le, and reports indicate that the 
area under this crop in Counties Cavan and 
Donegal is not more than one-fourth of that 
devoted to it last vear. and in County 
Monaghan is not more than five per cent. of 
last season’s area. 

Sufficient stocks of oid potatoes remained 1m 
the hands of growers to meet all local needs. 
The planting of this season’s crop was later 
than usual, especially in the beet-growing 
districts where the area under potatoes has 
been increesed considerably. 

CATTLE AND SHEEP. 

At the provincial fairs held during the 
month of May the numbers of cattle on offer 
were of normal dimensions for the season 
of the vear. Young store cattle in good con- 
dition were in good demand at late rates. 
The prices for poor-conditioned stores showed 
a downward tendency. Fat cattle met a slow 
trade. Springers and freshly-calved cows also 
showed a tendency to drop in price. Dropped 
calves were in good demand in all counties 
at increased prices. 

Sheep were reported to be in a healthy con- 
dition, and no serious losses through disease 
of any kind were notified. The numbers of 
sheep and lambs at markets and fairs during 
the month of May were about normal for 
the time of vear. The demand for all classes 
of sheep was poor.

Milk supplies to creameries showed a 
steady increase as the month advanced, and 
were at the end of May about average tor 
the season of the vear. The general ten- 
dency was for prices to drop, and in some 
districts farmers were rearing more calves 
and sending less milk to the creamery. 
Prices returned by creameries for April 
averaged from 44d. to Sd. per gallon, with 
separated milk returned. Milk collected in 
County Meath for retail in Dublin returned 
9d. per gailon to the producers.

Bruce almost lifeless, suffering from the coal- 
gas poisoning. He, with Mr. Lilovd, tried 
ertificial respiration and had oxygen 
administered. Bruce was then removed to 
the hospital. but he never regained conscions 
ness. He got weaker every day, and died on 
Sunday morning. 

Mrs. Hannah Bruce, wife of the deceased, 
said that on the 3rd of June both of them 
had dinner at 2.30 p.m., after which, in 
accordance with her usual custom, she rested 
in bed. At 3.30 she got up, and, not seeing 
her husband in the sittingroom, she went to 
look for him. She found the door of the 
locked and could not open it. 
was a strong smell of gas. and she 
called Mr. Llovd, who occupied the ground 
floor flat. He burst in the door, and when 
she saw him pulling her husband out she 
ran for the doctor. 

To Inspector Wolfe, D.M.C.G., ' witness 
said that her husband was suffering from hus 
nerves, and had been attending Dr. Ryan 
for six months. 

Mr. Albert Tlovd said that when he was 
called bv Mrs. Bruce he found the kitchenette 
door locked. and he forced it open with a 
hammer. Mr. Bruce was lIving on the floor 
inside the door. his head being about three 
and a half feet from the gas cooker, the door of 
He onened 
the window, turned off the gas, and pulled Vr. 
Bruce out of the little room. Mrs. Brv#@ 
found a note in the kitchenette, which she 
handed to him to give to the Coroner. it 
was written on a piece of income tax paper. 
and stated: ‘‘ Business and financial worries 
are the cause. —James Bruce.’’ 

The Coroner said that he won!d record a 
verdict in arcordance with the medica! 
testimony. It was quite posisble that it 
might have been an accidental happening 
Great credit was due to Mr. Lloyd for the 
manner in which he tried to ‘bring the 
deceased man round, and he expressed his 
sympathy to Mrs. Bruce.

BELIEVED TO COME FROM 
RUSSIA.

OTTAWA, Monday. 
he Commissioner of Customs is inquir- 


ing into importations at Montreal by 
wholesale firms of clothing believed to be 
from Soviet Russia, which is being offered 
on the market there at prices with which 
Canadian textile traders cannot compete. 

While thus far only children’s garments 
have been offered, gs gas stores, 
Canadian clothing manufacturers and im- 
porters of British and United States 
textiles are apprehensive that the offering 
will soon be extended to all kinds of cloth- 
ing for men, and that serious inroads will 
be made on a trade already suffering from 
the effects of the general depression. 

It is asserted that the clothing was first 
shipped to Britain, and that there the 
marks showing the country of origin were 
removed, the clothing being re-shipped to 
Canada as British-made. 

There is a heavy duty against textiles 
from Russia, but clothing is not included 
among the commodities, the import of 
which has been forbidden by the recent 
embargo. By the recent Budget, however, 
the Cabinet is empowered to forbid the im- 
portation of any goods from Russia 

There seems to be a possibility that the 
clothing may originate in Lodz, or other 
textile centres in Poland, and, therefore, 
would not come under the ban. However, 
the investigation of the Customs Depart- 
ment will determine definitely the origin 
of these goods, and if they come from 
Soviet Russia, the Government is likely

POTATO BLIGHT IN 
FREE STATE. 


THIRTEEN COUNTIES 
AFFECTED. 


URGENT NEED FOR 
SPRAYING. 
a tam 


From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 
INCE potato blight was reported on the 
S ist June from the early potato-growing 
area near Dungarvan, County Water- 
ford, the disease has made its appearance in 
no fewer than thirteen counties. Up to 
yesterday outbreaks actually had been re- 
ported at twenty-five centres, the counties 
concerned being Waterford, Cork, Limerick, 
Galway, Mayo, Kerry, Clare, Westmeath, 
Sligo, Roscommon, Offaly, ‘lipperary, North 
Riding, and Dublin 9 

The disease has been noticed much earlier 
than usual, the cause being the prolonged 
spell of dull, sultry, moist weather which 
marked the early part of the growing season. 
These conditions are highly conducive to the 
spread of the disease, and there are grave 
fears that, unless potato-growers take steps 
towards ensuring its prevention, the result 
will be very serious for the country. 

In the South and West, particularly ‘n 
the South, growth has been very rapid for 
the last couple of weeks, and the crops are 
pretty well advanced, but in many places in 
the idlands, owing to late planting and 
to the haish weather which has existed, 
growth has been slow and the crops are back- 
ward. Nevertheless, they are liable to an 
attack, and, if these crops become affected 
with blight, the result will be very serious, 
more especially as it involves the chief Irish 
seed-growing area. 

SPRAY NOW. " 

In view of the rational danger, steps have 
been taken by the Department of Agricul- 
ture—which has been aided by the local agri. 
cultural inspector and the clergy—to bring 
home to the people the necessity for pro- 
tecting their crops, and, so far as the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is aware, spraying ‘s 
being carried on thoroughly. The value ef 
spraying as a means of preventing blight is 
already re ognised, especially in the West, 
bnt it is seldom that it has to be done before 
the beginning of July. It is many years 
since the blight appeared so early, and if 
growers want to keep their potatoes healthy 
and maintain the yield, they must, of neces- 
sitv, set about the work of spraying at once 

Tests conducted over a series of years prove 
that effective spraying not only keeps the 
disease in check, but helps to increase the 
yield by about two tons per acre. 

One of the most effective sprays is the 
Burgundy 2 per cent. mixture of sulphate 
of copper and washing soda. This is made 
x in the following preportions :—2lb, sul- 
phate of copper of 98 per cent. purity, 23]b. 
washing soda of 98 per cent. purity, 10 gallons 
clean water. Where a paraffin barrel of 40 
gallons capacity is used for preparing the 
mixture, four times these quantities wil] be 
required 

In preparing the mixture, wash out the 
barrel and pour into it thirty-five gallons sf 
clean water. 
should then be put into a canvas bag, or 


tied up in a piece of clean canvas cloth, avd, 


hung into the barrel so that it is just covered 
by the water. If possible this should be 
done the night before the spraving mixture 
is required. Having prepared the solution 
of sulphate of copper, dissolve the 10ib. of 
washing soda in five gallons of water in a 
separate vessel. Then pour the washing 
soda solution slowly into the copper sulphate 
solution in the barrel, stirring continuously. 
The mixture should then he ready for use. 

A change to bright, dry weather conci- 
tions might lessen the darzer, but a con 
tinuance of the existing w-ather inveives 
the gravest risk of serious loss unless the 
crop .s sprayed immediately. 

DEPARTMENT'S STEPS. 

Owing to heavy Continental buying of sul. 
phate of copper, probably because it is £3 
per ton cheaper than a vear ago; and also 
to the fact that the spraying season has 
started earlier than usual, supplies in this 
country are relatively scarce. but the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has taken steps to see 
that there is sufficient to meet the demand. 

In the circumstances potato-growers should 
not hesitate of purchase sulphate of copper 


in any form in which it can be procured, ' 


whether in coarse or fine crystals, or coarse 
or fine powder. Provided it is pure it is 


equally suitable in any of these forms for. 


spraying potatoes. It is of the greatest im- 
portance that the materials used for spraying 
should be thoroughly dissolved in seperate 
vessels before being mixed. 

When the first outbreak was reported to 
the Department. some 4,000 retailers of agri- 
cultural requisites were warned to order a 
supply of copper sulphate and washing soda, 
sufficient at least to enable farmers to spray 
their potatoes once. Wholesalers were 
visited in order to see that they got in 
stocks sufficient to meet the demand, and 
the Department of Agriculture is now satis- 
fied that supplies will be adequate.

AL BROWN LOSES ON A 
FOUL.

Two important contests were staged at 
Olympia last night. Al. Brown, the coloured 
bantam weight champion of the world, met 
Johnny Cuthbert, of Sheftield, holder of the 
British feather weight title, while Jackie 


of France, for the fly weight championship 
of Europe. The principal fight provided a 
sensation, tor Al Brown, after having all the 


best of matters, and showing himself much 
the faster and clever boxer, was disqualified 
in the eighth round for hitting low. There 
were great scenes of excitement among the 
crowd. who booed vigorously. 

Jackie Brown, after a bad start, scored a 
great victory on points over Degand, over 
fifteen rounds. Brown showed a lack of de- 
fence at the start, and Degand scored weil to 
the body. Both men showed great speed, 
but from the ninth round to the end Brown 
improved greatly, and Degand weakened. 
Brown clearly won the last six rounds, and 
deservedly got the decision. 

AL. BROWN v. CUTHBERT. 
ROUND ONE. 

Brown adopted his usual crouching atti- 
tude from the start. The opening exchanges 
were featured by a couple of whipcord rights 
by Brown to the body. In reply Cuthbert 
shot out a left, but all it succeeded in doing 
was to ruffie the smooth-down hair of Brown 
as the hand swept back to take up position 
for leading once more.

MONTH FOR WORK.

CROPS LOOKING WELL, 
AT PRESENT. 


HE weather conditions over the greater 
is portion of the Free State during the | 
month of May were generally unsettled, , 
with cold, harsh winds, heavy showers and | 
frest at nights, varied with short spells ol | 
warm weather. Although a considerable | 
not continuous, and consequently did not 
seriously interfere with farming vperations. 
Severe thunderstorms, accompanied by heavy 
rain, occurred in many districts about the 
2th. and again on the 27th and 28th of May. 
causing flooding in low-lying areas and de- 
laving farming operations for short periods. 
Conditions in County Wexford appeared to 
be more severe than those experienced .r 
other parts of the country, and farmers found 
creat difficulty in sowing their corn and 
potatoes. In many cases, this work was not 
cempleted until the end of the month. 

Farm work was confined almost entirely to 
the sowing of mangels, preparing the soil for 
turnips, and the aitér cultivation of the 
potato crop. 

Although the temperature was cool and a 
considerable amount of rain fell during the 
month, conditions during the last two weeks 
proved favourable to growth; and corn crops, 
potatoes and meadows were looking pronis- 
ing on the lst June. 


PASTURES AND LIVE STOCK. 


The cold, showery and harsh weather which | 


prevailed up to the middle of the month o: 
May retarded the growth of grass consuler- 


ablv, and consequentiv pastures were up to 


that time bare and scanty. The only excep 
tions reported were those pastures which ha‘ 
been treated with suitable dressings of arti 
ficial manures for the production of 
‘early bite,” and even these were from 
tou 14 davs later than last season. Grass. 
hewever, grew rapidly. and by the end of 
tre month nearly all pastures had a good 
covering. 

The live stock, thongh healthy, were re- 


ported to be thin and backward in condition |

CEREALS AND ROOT CROPS. 


In spite of the severe weather conditions | 


and the backwar] state of growth at the he 
ginning of May. all the cereal crops had 
made good progress bv the end of the month. 
Generally speaking, winter sown wheat was 
thick and promising; althongh spring sown 
wheat made fair progress, it was still thin 
and backward on the Ist June. Barley, on 
the whole, brairded well and appeared pro- 
mising. 

Early sown crops of oats grew thickly, and 
at the end of the month looked well up to 
average for the season, but many of the late 
sown crops germinated weakly. and appeared 
thin and uneven up to the third week 
May. 
progress, and are now more promising. 

FLAX AND POTATOES. 

The flax market remained inactive af prices 
around 5s. per stone, At least one-third of 
last season’s crop is still unsold. The pros- 
pects: for the coming vear do not appear 
favourale, and: reports indicate that the 
area under this crop in Courities Cavan and 
Donegal is not more than one-fourth of that 
devoted to it last veer. and in County 
Monaghan is not more than five per cent. of 
last season’s area. 

Sufficient stocks of oid potatoes remained: in 
the hands of growers to meet all local needs, 
The planting of this season’s crop was later 
than usual, especially in the beet-growing 
districts where the area under potatoes has 
been increased considerably. 

CATTLE AND SHEEP. 

At the provincial fairs held during the 
month of May the numbers of cattle on offer 
were of normal dimensions for the season 
of the vear. Young store cattle in good con- 
dition were in good demand at late rates. 
The prices for poor-conditioned stores showed 
a downward tendency. Fat cattle met a slow 
trade. Springers and freshly-calved cows also 
showed a tendency to drop in price. Dropped 
calves were in good demand in all counties 
at increased prices. 

Sheep were reported to be in a healthy con- 
dition, and no serious losses through disease 
of any kind were notified. The numbers of 
sheep and lambs at markets and fairs during 
the month of Mav were about normal for 
the time of vear. The demand for all classes 
of sheep was poor.

Prices returned by creameries for April 
averaged from 44d. to Sd. per gallon, with 
separated milk returned. Milk collected in 
County Meath for retail in Dublin returned

PLUCKY EFFORT TO AVERT 
FATALITY. 

A verdict that death was due to 
failure following coal-gas poisoning was re- 
turned at an inquest held yesterday morn- 
ing in the Monkstown Hospital by Coroner 
Dr. Brennan into the circumstances attending 
death of James Bruce, an architect's 
who dieg™ in the institution on 
Sunday morning. 

Dr. R. St. John Lyburn, 
Surgeon, giving evidence, said 
ard of June he was summoned 
Longford place, Monkstown, where 
and his wife oceupied a flat. He found Mr. 
Bruce almost lifeless, suffering from the coal- 
gas poisoning. He, with Mr. Lloyd, tried 
ertificial respiration and had oxygen 
administered. Bruce was then removed to 
the hospital, but he never regained conscions 
ness. He got weaker every day, and died on 
Sunday morning. 

Mrs. Hannah Bruce, wife of the deceased, 
said that on the 3rd of June both of them 
had dinner at. 2.30 p.m., after which, in 
accordance with her usual custom, she rested 
in bed. At 3.30 she got up, and, not seeing 
her husband in, the sittingroom, she went to 
look for him. ‘She found the door of the 
kitchenette locked and could not open it. 
was a strong smell of gas. and she 
called Mr. Llovd, who occupied the ground 
floor flat. He burst in the door, and when 
she saw him pulling her husband out she 
ran for the doctor. 

To Insnector Wolfe, D.M.C.G., witness 
said that her husband was suffering from his 
nerves, and had been attending Dr. Ryan 
for six months. 

Mr. Albert Llovd said that when he was 
called by Mrs. Bruce he found the kitchenette 
door locked. and he forced it open with a 
hammer. Mr. Bruce was Iving on the floor 
inside the door. his head being about three 
and a half feet from the gas cooker, the door of 
which was open ard the taps on. He opened 
the window, turned off the gas, and pulled Mr. 
Bruce out of the little room. Mrs. Brve@ 
found a note in the kitchenette, which she 
handed to him to give to the Coroner. it 
was written on a.piece of income tax paper. 
and stated: “ Business and financial worries 
are the cause. —James Bruce.” 

The Coroner said that he won!d 
verdict in accordance with the 
testimony. It was quite posisble that 
might have beén an accidental happeninc. 
Great credit was due to Mr. Lloyd’ for the 
manner in which he tried to bring the 
deceased man round, and he expressed his 
sympathy to Mrs. Brnee.
